Introduction 

Thlf if tho third ftunsol report on the eupply end deaend of teechere 
of vocetionel agriculture. Prevlouf report! have been made for the 1964- 

1965 and the 1965-1966 achool year a. 

The need for this Information became evident aa the profeaalon began 

planning a recruitment program, aa a meana of meeting the ahortage of teach- 
ing peraonnel. In 1965 a committee waa appointed by the Agricultural Edu- 
cation Divlalon of the American Vocational Aaaoclatlon to plan a nation- 
wide program of recruitpiant. Being unable to locate comprehenalve and timely 
infonuitlon on teacher aupply and demand in thie field, the writer waa aaked 
to undertake the flrat of theae aurveya. Thla year 'a atudy la baaically a 
continuation of thoae of the prevloua yeara, but with the change that the 
information waa collected ae of Auguat 1, while in prevloua yeara the Infor- 
mation had been collected aa of October 15. The Committee believed that an 
Auguat aurvey would be more timely and uaeful.

The percent of "Needed Positions" filled by qualified agricultural edu- 
cation graduates is an important consideration to the agricultural aducation 
profession. It should be noted that the percent of positions filled by quali- 
fied graduates has decreased each year since 1965. This percent of decrease 
shows a downward trend in spite of the fact that a larger number of qualified 
agricultural education graduates each year enter teaching. Further study is 
needed as to determine the source of the additional 40 to 44 percent of those 
entering teaching. It seems likely that many of these have been agricultural 
education graduates of other years who have re-entered teaching, and thua, 
provided some of the needed manpower.
